| Shantung Dictator. They are of a new 
type, highly intelligent, students of 
western ways, adapters of these ways 
to Chinese conditions, and thorough 
Nationalists. Their chief characteris- 
tic, as compared with the less mod- 
ern leaders, is their apparent impa- 
tience with the old roundabout forms 
and their comparatively direct and 
practical speech and action. 

They are stronger leaders than Wu 
Pei-fu, the remarkable man on whom 
the hopes of modern China had been 
built until recently. Wu is undoubted- 
ly a military genius and a political 
force because of the trust placed 
in him by the powerful guilds of the 
Yang-tse Valley.

He 
is a scholar and voet, one versed in 
the classics. He believes in the caste 
system ard is not democratic.

aid plans a campaign to recover Han- 
kow and hurl the Cantonese back to 
the south. 

From his stronghold in Manchuria, 
Chang Tso-Lin announced he wqill 
come to Peking to preside at a gen- 
eral military conference to check- 
mate not only the southern Bolshe- 
vistic advance, but to hold back the 
kuomirchun. The latter, ousted 
troops of the deposed Peking govern- 
ment of last April, are hovering near 
the mountains of Mongolia, prepared 
to take the offensive if a are 
withdrawn to combat tueir fellow- 
Bolsheviste the Cantonese.

Official Message Announces 
Nation’s Withdrawal 


Step Declared in Obedience 
to Imperative Duty 


Angora Government to Bid 
for Seat in Council 


GENEVA (Switzerland) Sept. 11.— 
"(P)—Spain has left the League of 
Nations. An official communication 
ennouncing Spein’s withdrawal was 
received at Geneva today and circu- 
lated imfnediately among all the 
Members of the League. The com- 
Munication declared that Spain had 
taken this step “in obedience to im- 
perative duty.” 

The resignation is dated San Sebas- 
tian, the 8th inst., and is signed by 
Poreign Minister Yanguas. It was

BANKER COMMENTS ON TRIP 


George W. Walker Tells Impressions of Economic 
Europe; France, Italy and Scandanavia Healthy 


E. CROWE 


George W. Walker, chairman of the Citizens’ Trust and Savings 
is the latest of the traveling Los Angeles bankers to return from a swing 
around the widely advertised continent of Europe. Like his contemporaries, 


Mr. Walker comes back to his desk 


with some vivid impressions of the 


economic status in the prfhcipal European countries, of the popular attitude 


of the people toward the American debt policy, and of an enjoyable vacation. 


Primarily intended as a pl 


trip, the Citizens’ chairman seems, 
however, to have devoted a consid- 
erable part of his three months’ jour- 
mney to a careful observation of the 
economic flora and fauna—the sta- 
tistics of unemployment, the status 
of investments and the consumption 
of American goods in European mar- 
.tets. From these and other data he 
convinced himself that Europe is ac- 
tually beyond the convalescent pe- 
riod, that France, Italy and the 
Scandanavian countries are genu- 
inely prosperous. 
FRANCE AT WORK 

Mr. Walker, in sketching his im- 
|pressions yesterday, drew a picture 
of.France that varies somewhat from 
the general idea in this country of 
French industrial and agricultural 
impression. He found that unem- 
ployment in the industrial classes is 
Negligible, and that the industrial 
establishments are running near ca- 
pacity. has 
pared 


ng 
French goods. Conversely, the plight 
of the franc is a burden to the mer- 
chants and shopkeepers, giving rise 
to considerable complaint and dissat- 
tsfaction. 

In the agricultural sections, the 
farmers in many places are actually 
better off than certain groups of the 
American farmers, Mr. Walker said. 
All available acreage is assiduously 
cultivated, and the crops are bring- 
ing fair prices, which is reflected in 
the rising total of savings funds.

During his 
visits in these countries, Mr. Walker 
was told that foreign securities soid 
in the United States are coming back 
in large volume to European invest- 
ors, who thoroughly appreciate the 
potential values. South American se- 
curities are popular, and the En- 
lish and German bankers are active- 
ly bidding for new flotations. 

Mr. Walker was inclined to dis- 
count the talk in this country of ac- 
tive anti-American sentiment, al- 
though he did find that European 
sentiment is gradually crystallizing 
in a united protest aPainst the Amer- 
ican debt policy.

While these three points are of

| CRAB PROBLEMS STUDIED 


Coimmeni Tries to Devise Method of C onserving 
Crustaceans Now Growing Fewer 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4 (Exclusive)—While Maryland and Virginia crab 


} fishermen are once more taking pot shots at one another along the eastern 


shore of Chesapeake Bay, the United States Bureau of Fisheries is not siding 


with either party to the age-old fishing war, but is trying to find out how 


the famous blue crab of Chesapeake Bay can be preserved from overfishing. 
The Federal bureau does not exactly hope to solve the problem of extinction 
of the crab by encouraging the fishermen to extinguish one another, but 
it is trying to teach the fishing industry how to conserve the crab supply, 
so that both Virginia and Maryland crabbers are to get the benefit.

Now- 
adays, the dredging process has en- 
abled his great enemy, man. to take 
him in winter as well as in summer, 
and this has made great inroads on 
the crab population. Many of the fe- 
males, in fact, all of those hatched 
after midsummer, do not lay eggs un- 


coming of warm water. The dredg- 
ing system catches many of these fe- 
males, who thus perish before they 
ever lay an egg. Vt 
Next to dredging, the 

schemes of trying to hold crabs in 
captivity until the soft-shell period 
is perhaps the most destructive fish- 
ing operation. The crab is edible as 
a soft shell only at the time just 
after shedding an old shell. He does 
this several times a year, but just 
before or after shedding he is no good 
either as a hard or soft shell.

Unhappily, for this plan, about half 
the crabs held captive in this way 
perish and are lost for all purposes. 

Thus, despite the millionsof spawzf 
which each family would produce un- 
der natural law, the crab production 
is not what it was, and more and 
more fishermen and extended fishing 
demand.

The four years spent in ob 
taining a college degree are declared to be 
wasted both by the individual concerned 
and by society as a whole, in which, it is 
contended, he might have been serving 
practical ends. 


To such argument the reply is obvious. 
While there may be some truth in the 
assertions, the cultural advantages of uni- 
versity training cannot be denied by an 
unbiased observer. There is, however, the 
basis of fact even in such prejudiced dec 
larations. which must not be overlooked. 

The greatest need in university reform 
seems to be further development of the 
initiative of the student. Another pressing 
problem ‘is the application of directed 
study at the behest of the instructors which 
will shunt the student into his proper 
sphere.

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Los Angeles Commemorates Its First 


ANNIVERSARY TO MARK 
ROMANTIC CHAPTER IN 


LINKING UP OF STATE 


By George 


W. Kirkman 


GyyEPTEMBER 15 is one of the most memorable anni- 
: versaries in all the colorful history of California 


and especially so of Los Angeles. 


Tt marks the 


opening chapter of the romantic stage-coach era in this 


region. 


Isolated from established mail and passenger com- 
munication with the rest of the country by the 1500 miles 
of intervening territory as yet uninhabited by settled 
Americans, Californians had hitherto had to depend 
solely oh the long and tedious sea route hither; and Los 
Angeles and the rest of Southern California were worst 
off of all in this respect, as it then took about a month 
for the eastern mails to reach here from San Francisco 
after the steamer had delivered them at the northern city. 


Congress finally realized Cali- 
fornia’s need of direct overland 
communication, and granted an 
Gnnual subsidy of $600,000 for a 
Semiweekly mail strvice to Cali- 
fornia. The contract for this had 
been awarded to the Butterfield 
Overland Mail Company, aad its 
first stage coach left Memphis, 
Tenn., on September 15, 1858, and 
arrived on October 7 at Los Aa- 
geles, where the Angelenos gave 
it a tumultuous welcome. 7 

The world-famous Butterfield 
Overland Mail Stage Line thus 
inaugurated here was not only 
the longest stage line ever oper- 
ated, but also was the best man- 
aged, most thoroughly organized 
one, and it was run on skill 
fully developed system that made 
possible a rigid schedule of ar 
rivals and departures throughout 
its nearly 2900 miles of route 
that made it as punctual as a 
chronometer—a marvelous feat 
that seems almost superhuman 
when one remembers that over 
most of its route over plains, 
mountains, great rivers, vast dee 
erts and enormous prairies there 
then were practically no roads at 
all, save the rude trails made by 


“occasional emigrant or freighter’s 


wagons. 

Indeed, our history as a people 
records few more magnificent ex- 
amples of enterprise, hardihood 
and ingenulty that triumphed 
over a, hundred thousand ob- 
stacles, difficulties and deadly 
perils than this transcontinental 
stage line. The eastern termi- 
_Bals were at St. Louis and Mem- 
phis, and the line passed through 
Los Angeles and ended at San 
Fraacisco, a total distance of 
2881 miles by the route traversed, 
much of which ran through hos- 
tile Indian country, and most of 
it through a vast semiarid re 
gion, then almost uninhabited by 
white men. It was utterly devoid 
of houses, horses, food, forage, 
repair shops and the many other 
facilities necessary to carry on 


an undertaking. 


From the very start Los Ange 
les yas tremendously proud of 


its overland stage, sad Was so ° 


tifkied over its getting the east- 
ern mail and news ahead of its 
rival, San Francisco, that our lo- 
cal newspapers put on al! sorts of 
blase big-city airs, and lost no 
opportunity of rubbing it into the 
city in the north. 


A World Wonder 


Once, when the stage from St. 
Louis arrived here in only twenty 
days, the Los Angeles Star broke 
out in a rash of extras, with the 
biggest type headlines on band, 
announcing: “A Hundred Guns 
for the Overland Mail! Ahead of 
Time! Twenty Days From St. 
Louis!” 

’ All Southern California fondly 
regarded the Overland Mail as 
one of the world’s seven wonders, 
as well as a pet local institution. 
Northern California sulked about 
it, greatly to the joy of the Ange 
lenos, and never really got over 
its intense chagrin because Uncle 
Sam had chesen the southern 


route for this mail line; although 


later it itself had a mail service 
from St. Joseph Mo., through 
Salt Lake City to Placerville, and 
also another line that tried te 
Operate via Albuquerque to Stock- 
ton. Neither of these lines, how- 
ever, could ever successfully 


» Compete with our own Butterfield 
line, from lack of capital and a 


Northern California jealousy, as 
well as to meet an economic need 
for a limited swifter mail service, 
that the Pony Express was start- 
ed in the spring of 1861, with its 
semiweekly service to San Fran- 
Cisco, its charge of $5 for a half- 
ounce iettet, and a ten-day schcd- 
ule to St. Louis. But this short- 
lived enterprise: was never a 
Mnancial success; the usual 
snows made its continuance im- 
possible during winter; and the 
completion of the Overland Tele- 
graph to San Francisco that same 
year saw its abandonment.

The maximum time allowed the 
stage line for its through trip, by 
its contract with the government, 
was twenty-five days; but, even 
at the outset, this was cut down 


to twénty-four days, then to 
twenty-three days and finally to 
twenty-one days. The quickest 
trip ever made by this swift semi- 
weekly overland stage was when 
it left St. Louls on September 
16, 1869, ahd by chamging teams 
frequently and driving at break- 
neck speed, actually arrived in 
Los Angeles on October 3, 1859— 
having taken only sixteen days, 
six hours and ten minutes in cov- 
ering that 2300 miles of rough 
roads and innumerable obstacles, 
wide rivers, great deserts, vast 
plains and lofty mountains—a 
record that has never again 


been equalled—and one all the 


more wonderful when that rude 
and perilous route and enormous 
distance is taken into proper con- 
sideration. 

The Butterfied route ran south 
from Los Angeles to El Monte, 


Temecula, Warner’s Ranch, and 
across the desert called by old- 
timers “the great jornada,” to 
Yuma, whence it followed nearly 
the same route as the present 
Southern Pacific Railway to El 
Paso. Thence it struck across 
Northern Texas to Fort Smith, 
Ark., whence one branch of it 
traveled northerly to St. Louis, 


whilst the other branch went on 


to Memphis. : 

The genius of this organiza- 
tion, who conceived and perfected 
its efficient system, was John 
Butterfield of Missour!, a veteran 
stage man, who looked after its 

gress and its costly equipment 
of 100 stages, 600 horses, 1000 
mules, numerous stage stations, 


150 stage drivers, and 600 station . 


bosses, armed guards, conductors, 
hostlers and other employees. 


Menace of Indians 


To maintain the fast pace re- 
quired by its iron-clad schedule, 
teams had to be changed fre 
quently along that rough and try- 


ing old emigrant trail, and this 
compelled the erection of stage 


stations, wherein were housed 


: 


bold and aggressive, the stage 


employees and fresh relays of 
animals, usually not over ten or 
twelve miles apart, in that vast 
atretch of wilderness. These sta- 
tions wefe made of adobe or 
stone, were loopholed for rifte 
fire, and were made strong 
enough to be defended against 
the frequent attacks made upon 
them, especially by Indians, If 
they were exposed to such at- 
tacks by redskins or outlaws they 
had an armed guard of twenty to 
twenty-five men, Who also acted 
as escorts to the stages whenever 
the danger from savages was 
greater than usual. 

Passing through the country of 
the warlike Apaches of Arizona 
and New Mexico, and that of the 
formidable and ferocious Co 
manche Indians of Northern 


Texas, as this stage line did, peril 


was hourly to be expected; and 
both the driver and also the con- 
ductor (who had charge of the 
stage) were always heavily 
armed when passing through such 
hostile territory. When the red- 
skins or the bands of highwaymen 
or outlaws—who latterly often 
held up and robbed the stages 


and passengers—were unusually 


was also accompanied by a 
armed guard, mounted on horses. 


Arms for Passengers 

This danger was forcibly im- 
pressed upon the casual passen- 
ger, who, after paying down the 
$200 fare required for the trip, 
was at once handed by the genial 
ticket agent a printed list of the 
equipment that he was solemnly 
advised to supply himself with 
journey—to-#!

for the same, one Colt’s navy re- 
volver with two pounds of balls 
for gamé, one knife and sheath, 
one soldier’s overcoat, one pair 
of blankets for summer or two 
pairs for winter Wse, one cheap 
sack coat, a pair of thick boots a 
pair of woolen pants and towels, 
woolen underwear and heavy 
socks. Tactfully, 
notice forbore reminding the 
awestruck adventurer to not 
sail in this careening chariot of 
the Wild and Woolly West with- 
out first making out his last will 
and testamert, and filing it with 
his family. 
Passengers had to furnish and 
cook their own meals en route, 
but facilities and time for the 
latter were to be had, gratis, at 
the various stage stations where 
stops were made for this purpose.

~ which could accommodate six pas- 


sengers at a pinch, although this 
number made such a long ride 
in these nefve-racking, bone- 
breaking vehicles a very uncom- 
fortable one. They were whisked 
blithely along by teams of four 
to six horses and mules; teams 
being changed often at the nu- 
merous stage stations. They 
traveled swiftly onward night and 
day, Without a moment’s unnec- 
esary delay, in order to keep to 


their“Mron-clad schedule, although 


accidents, floods and attacks by 
outlaws or Indians occasionally 
interfered with the almost clock- 
like regularity of the overland 
stage coach. 

How would some of our sybar- 
ites of today, who moan 80 coépt- 
ously over the hardships of three 
whole nights of slumber in a 
modern Pullman, fancy sleeping 
sitting up in a swaying, bumping 
stage without springs which made

sleep almost impossible, and 
caused the tenderfoot to wish 
that he had the general anato- 
mical construction of an angie 
worm? Still, atter the first two 
nights, our hardy Americans 
found that they could sleep nicely 
either by day or night; and our 
heroic women of that epoch bore 
the privations and hardships 
more composedly than even the 
males did, in those virile days 
when men had to be either he 
men or perish, and all our women 
were, unanimously, genuine 158 
carat heroine. 

On this trip the lover -of the 
great outdoors was right in his 
element, for in those days there 
were large and frequent quanti 
ties of the great open spaces at 
hand, and icy winds, flery blasts, 
driving rain, snowfalls, and the 
blinding glare of the silence 
haunted deserts all: were freely 
bestowed by generous nature 
upon the stage-farer, as he voy- 
aged across this enormous stretch 


of conntry, In this swift “horse- 
canoe,” ag the Indians ¢alled it. 


The Stage Driver 

The old-time stage driver, ren 
dered famous by Bret Marte 
Mark Twain, Horace Greely and 
others, ‘was a@ genuine western 
character, chockfull of American 
wit, drollery, originality, bold en 
terprise, native ingenuity, daunt- 
less bravery and chivalry to 
ward women and children, and 
was an all-around man of his 
hands, who loved to raise the hair 
of the tenderfoot with wild fron 
tier tales, or scare him by hair 
breadth escapes from apparently 
certain destruction, such as turn- 
ing sharp corners on two wheels, 
galloping madly down steep hills, 
or sailing along full tilt on the 
very verge of appalling precb 
pices. 

With his team he held perso 
and familiar converse, calling 
each by his name, affectionately 
addressing his spirited horses, or 
reviling his long-eared Missouri 
mules in picturesque and often 
profane language that was in it 
self.a lost classic art of the great 
West. | 

His greatest joy and pride was 
to thunder through the cheering 
streets of Los Angeles, cracking 
his long whip in grandiose Jeht- 
like style, and pulling up his 
snorting lathered team at the

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EARLY LOS ANGELES SAW FREAKS IN POLITICS 


AND 


By E. A. Brininstool 


OS ANGELES, in the ear- 
ly °50’s, was a far cry 
from the progressive, 


eivilized and enlightened Los An- 
geles of 1926, with its clanging 
trolleys, Speed-crazed autoists, 
bootleggers and motion-picture 
stars. Among the prominent cit: 
izens of Los Angeles in early days 
was Maj. Horace Bell, whom the 
writer well remembers in the ear- 
ly "90's as e familfar figure on our 
then quiet streets. Maj. Bell was 
editor of The Porcupine, a “hot- 
sytotsy” little sheet through 
which the doughty major stuck 
his quills into his enemies, flaying 
them right and left, and berating 
those who did not agree with his 
Drand of politics or liquor. __ 
Mai. Bell in 1881, wrote a book 
galled “Reminiscences of a 
Ranger,” icng ago out of print 
an@ Bow excessively rare. This 
interesting book is filled with the 


Major's early-day experiences in 
Los Angeles, and gives a very viv- 
id and colorful insight into the 
life and daily doings of our eiti- 
zens in those early days. 

In spite of the fact that Los 
Angeles, in 1853, contained a pop- 
ulation of less than 6000, she 
polled a vote of considerable 
size in those happy times of pio- 
neer elections. Even with her 
5090 population, Maj. Bell is au- 


thority for the statement that in 


1853, with a population four times 
less than in 1881, thirty years la- 
ter, she polled a greater number 
of votes by far! The modus op- 
erandi of getting four or five 
votes out of each sovereign voter 
was somewhat on this order: 

The May Day 1853 election ar- 
rived. By the time the sun had 
risen in all its glory, casting its 
first glittering rays on “Gallows 
Hill” (present location that seo 
tion of our fair city over the 
Broadway tunnel) the whole pop 


ulation seemed thoroughiy 
aroused to the importance of the 
great event. Anxious-looking in- 
dividuals could be seen with pock- 
ets buiging with ballots, all hurry- 
ing toward the Plaza. : 

At that time, Nigger Alley, now 
incorporated into Los Angeles 
‘fg t, Was as important a point 
in s Angeles as Seventh and 
Broadway is at present. The cor- 
ner of Nigger Alley was the poll- 
ing place. By eight a. m., several 
old discarded army ambulances, 
ablaze with banners, bearing the 
name of some candidate, would be 
driving furiously up and down 
Aliso and Main streets, two of the 
most important business streets 
at that time. This was to let the 
voting populace know that the 
hour for action had _ arrived, 
whereupon the Los Angeles voter 
of 21 and upward, would buckle 
on his sixshooter, hide a knife 
or two somewhere about his per- 
son, and proceed-to the polling 


place. 

Meantime, a large wagon with 
a full band of Mexican perform- 
ers (full in numbers as well as 
otherwise full) would be driving 
up and down the streets with a 
regular force of skirmishers and 
flankers thrown out, 
and bringing to the wagon a cer- 
tain class of citizens delegated to 
be used as stepping stones to the 
fortune of some aspiring local: 
politician. 

When the wagon was comforta- 
bly filled with an enthusiastic 
crowd of voters, each with some 


sort of a ticket in his hand, the — 


wagon would be driven in haste 
through dust, mud or chuck 
holes, to the polling place. Here 
the captured sovereigns would be 
unloaded and lined up 
bunch of circus-ticket buyers, aft- 
er a vast amount of squabbling, 
skirmishing and frequent gun- 
play. 


However, none of them was 


capturing 


like a. 


permitted to quietly cast their 
ballot, as friends of the opposing 
candidate would make every @f- 
fort to change the ticket as the 
voters stood in lines. There was 
no such thing as a hnndred-foot 
dead-line during a Los Angeles 
election fn the °50's! 

After this delegation had voted, 
they Would immediately be taken 
in tow by another detachment of 
Blad-hand candidates and 


‘marched around the corner out of 


sight, for what purpose none 
knew. In a brief space of time, 
however, the same crowd would 
be back to the polls, and for the 
second time discharge the duties 
of freemen, and it was no uncom- 


, Mon occurrence to see this same 
herd of captured voters casting 


ballots at least five times durin 
the day, every one of’ whom 
would, in all probability, be Mex- 
icans and frequently aboriginal. 
Indiins, and in no wise entitled to 
vote. 


How was it done? 
secret as divulged by Maj. Bell: 

After voting the first time, 
which would be under gentle pres- 
sure, the gang would be taken to 
an improvised barber shop and 
their long hair cropped. Then, 
otherwise disguised, they would 
be returned to the polls, where 
they would again vote under as- 
sumed names. They would be 
taken back to the barber shop, or 
make-up establishment, where 
they would perhaps be given a 
shift of clothing and new dis- 
guises, and after being given «@ 
new name, another drink; vote 
and another dollar would again be 
polled for some enterprising can- 
didate. Who shall say, in 1926,’ 
that Los Angeles history does not 
repeat itself? Voting in those 
early days used to be a lucrative 
business, and voters were consid- 
ered valuable, according to the 
facility offered for disguising 
one’s self.

Needless to say, all the dram 
shops did a thriving business in 
Los Angeles on election day, and 
it was astonishing the amount of 
silver that would then circulate, 
Mexican dollars were as abun¢- 
ant as $50 slugs—in fact, more 
so—for a dollar and a drink were 
the price of a vote. 

My listeners-in may at Once in- 
quire, why so much strife, s0 
much manenvering, such an é- 
penditure of cash, when the af- 
nual salary of the Mayor, who 
was at the head of the ticket, was 
only $500 per year? The council 
men drew no pay; the town mar- 
shal’s remuneration would hard- 
ly keep him supplied in cigarette 
paper, and the assessor did not 
draw as much per annum as do 
some of Hollywood's movie etars 
per day. The explanation ts that

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Splendid Colonial Effects 
By Good Use of Textiles 


Splendid Colonial effects can, be 
wrought by a skillful use of tex- 
tiles. If you are even a casual 
student of interior degoration, you 
have surely been put on your 
guard against the vulgarity of su- 

uous patterns and figures. Yet, 

d up to you as a worthy model 
to imitate, here is a reom which 
owes its charm and individuality 
te checks, blocks and flowery de- 
signs. Where, then, is the border- 
line between moderation and ex- 
cess? 

In the case of Colonial decora- 
tion, our course is based on prece- 
dent, therefore we may, if we do 
it deftly, take certain liberties that 
would not be permissible in dealing 


- with a modern interior. 


Common sense and historical rec- 
ords tell us that the early settlers 
t over from their Old World 
homes only. such treasured posses- 
sions as might give immediate anG® 
lasting service when they reached 
the end of their long and perilous 
journey. ‘These foreign pieces of 
furnituré, when duplicated later in 
this country, were still further de- 
ed of useless ornamentation, as 

me the products of simple 
ideals and primitive tools. But the 
feminine heart ever yearns for 
Beauty; so during the long winter 
months, when work on the land 
Was suspended, the housewlfe sat 
at her loom and wove coarse fab- 


rics to brighten her home and soft- 
en the rude outlines of hewn ash, 
elm and hickory; or pieced togeth- 
er odds and ends of cloth thriftily 
reserved for the purpose when cut- 
ting out honse dresses and chil- 
dren's garmerts, supervising, mean- 
while, the making of elaborate sam- 
plers which she prondly hung on 
the walls of her home in place of 
pictures. 

It is evident that, unless these 
women were naturally gifted with 
artistic jostincts, the laws of con- 
trast and color harmony may have 
been somewhat ignored by them. 
But the bareness of the walls and 
the simplicity of the furniture pert- 
ly made up for overindulgence in 
home-made textiles, and it is for 
us, who have the advantage of one 
hundred and fifty years of indus- 
trial and cultural to 
carry out the spirit of the Pil- 
grims’ legacy with all the tact and 
finesse of which we are capable. 

In developing the textile room,

Coast product for First National Pro-

A. Rowland upon his arrival at the 
company’s Burbank studio last week. 

Hereafter the reel bands of every 
print of a First National picture will 
carry the proper projection speed 
thereon. It is hoped that other com- 
penies will immediately follow suit. 

“A lot of time is spent in the cut- 
ting room of a studio and it is an old 
story that a picture may be ‘made 
or marred’ there,” says Mr. Rowland. 
“Many a good picture is a ‘flop’ be- 
couse it is not run properly. It is 
too bad that pictures upon which 
much money and labor have been ex- 
pended should be marred in the final 
analysis by poor projection—as re- 
gards speed, I.mean. Therefore, 
when our pictures go to the exhibi- 
tor with the proper running speed 
plainly indicated it will help to elimi- 
nate the fault. 

“Pictures,” states McCormick, “are 
cut in accordance with their charac- 
ter. In other words, producers are 
always ‘pointing’ for either drama or 
comedy and the tempo is in the speed 
which best fits the subject. A com- 
edy full of fast action is usually cut 
to be shown at a speed of from ninety 
to ninety-five feet per minute, 
while a slow-moving drama is figured 
at eighty to eighty-five. Sometimes 
® picture is filmed in too siow a 
tempo and must be speeded up in 
the cutting. Different directors have 
different methods. One who works 
slowly will make a picture timed 
eround eighty, perhaps; while others 
are all for fast action and produce a

Structure to Avoid Making a) 
Long Detour

> Moving a steel bridge weighing almost two and one-half million pounds 
a distance of fifteen feet without a moment's interruption of travel over it is 
the novel feat that will be accomplished this week on the Coast highway 
. Under the direction of the State highway en- 
gineers, Gutleben Brothers, Los Angeles contractors, will push the present 
steel span over the Rio Hondo fiften feet to the north in order to make 
room for the addition of a second span which will double the present 
width of the bridge. At no time will travel over the structure be stopped, 
and the novel feat of engineering will be very genuinely appreciated by the 
thousands of motorists who travel the Los Angeles-Whittier road every day.

The total cost of the widened span 
at Rio Hondo will be about $87,000. 
It will probably be completed in 
about two more months, and will re- 
move the la&t bit of narrow road 
between Los Angeles and Whittier, 
now pass thro @ “bottle 
neck” at this one point.

GOOD CASING 


Retreading Job Placed 
on Poor Carcass Stated 
Usually Unsatisfactory 


Naturally the man who can save an 
old tire by repairing it at compara- 
tively small cost instead of buying a 
new tire, is interested in doing so, 
particularly if he can be assured that 
the repair job will make good, ac- 
cording to N. Bershon, of the Ber- 
shon Tire Company. = 

“With the recent improvements @ 
tire repair machinery and methods 
the success of a tire repair job is now 
largely determined by the condition 
of the tire to be repaired,” said Mr. 

“For this reason, the con- 
scientious repair man makes a most 
exhaustive examinrtion of the tire.

| step closely at school crossings in the 


absence of policemen at these points, 
now that school has opened again. 
While these crossings for the most 
part are guarded by officers during 
the hours children sre going to or 


coming from school, yet there are 
times when some of these crossings 
are unguarded. 

This suggestion is made by Don P. 
Smith, distributor of Moon six and 
Diana light straight eight motor cars, 
who sent a jubilee Moon 6-60 road- 
ster out to make a tour around the 
schools to see how_motorists are cbey- 
ing the school-crossing ordinance in 
the absence of police. The Moon 
party did not see one violation at 
the many schools visited. 

Since school crossings have been es- 
tablished there has been a large de- 
crease in the number of accidents in 
which echool children figured, and 
school authorities believe that when 
the proposed system of school rub- 
ways is completed the accident fig- 
ures will be still lower. 

Although contracts were let for 
many of these school subways early 
in the year, yet only a few are com- 
pleted. The school subway plans cal] 
for thirty-six tunnels, which have 
been ordered. They will be paid for 
out of the $350,000 bond issue vote 
for that purpose.

Comrade Monk says that we blamed Congress in the 
wrong about the pension business. That Congress 
passed a bill raising the pension of Union Army war 
veterans of the Civil War to $72 a month, and their 


widows to $60 a month. And he says this would now 
be the law had not the President vetoed the bill. And 


_ so he blames the President. 


Now we don’t like to take exactly the drastic stand 
that Comrade Monk takes, because we believe that tho 
President of the United States is a very fine man who 
acts as his judgment and conscience dictate without 
fear or the hope of favor. If it be true that he did veto 
this bill, we would like to know upon what grounds he did 
so before we would care to express our sentiments one 
way or the other 

Bat we do not hesitate to say, as we have often said 
before, that $72 a month for Union Army veterans of 
the Civil War is not only not too much for the nation to 
pay, but that it is, on the contrary, far too little. And 
the same thing applies to soldiers’ widows. 


Why, there are just a few of them left now. And the 
few that are left will not remain much longer.

The kitchen 
should be the culinary workshop or labora 
tory. Every sood laboratory technician 
knows’ that his workroom should be small 
but compact. Shelves should not be built 
beyond reach of the average housewife. 

That kitchen sink ought to be provided 
with one of the many devices to make dish- 
washing very easy. There eught to be 
ample electric plugs so that one may make 
free use of the many lab r-saving devices 
dependent upon electricity. 

The stove should have a heat regulator, 
timing the heat exposure of foods the same 
as in any laboratory. 

‘A portal for waste material, garbage and 
refuse should be close at hand, yet provided 
for in such a fashion that there be no stench 
of offal or refuse.

Prevention of tuberculosis {is infinitely 
more important than its cure. Neverthe 
less, the question of treatment and cure is 
one which rises uppermost in the minds 
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of many thousands of victims of the great 
White Piague. When once the diagnosis 
has been established beyond reasonable 
doubt, treatment is t before the 
patient. “What shall I do?” This is asked 
again and again, sometimes hopelessly, and 
sometimes with a credulousness and a 
guilelessness that is lamentable. 


Notwithstanding all the greatly heralded 
so-called cures, all the much-wanted “new 
discoveries,” the care of tuberculosis ulti- 
mately, resolves itself into an intelligent, co- 
herent, sensible organization of sound, 
common sense, natural methods. Drugs of 
any kind, in any form—pill, serum, vac- 
cine or chemical compound, cannot cure tu- 
berculosis. We must use those agents 
which have been responsible for the pres- 
ence of the disease, and by reversing their 
action, make them accomplish the work of 
healing. ip 

In a previous talk I said that tuberculosis 
is a disease of wrong diet. The environ- 
ment for the culture and the growth of bac- 
teria come as a consequence to a diet in 
which an inflammatory process is set up. 
Constipation, stomach trouble, hyper- 
acidity, and the presence of liberal quanti- 
ties of morbid waste material in the blood 
stream furnish a ready medium for the 
growth and development of bacteria. The 
germ of tuberculosis cannot thrive unless 
it has food to eht. This food is present 
only in the form of toxic waste. 

Therefore, the first cardinal principle in

To them each pound 
gained means they are so much nearer the 
goal of health; each pound lost so much 
nearer defeat. The result is that practices 
are resorted to in no wise justified or in 
any sense favoring the cure of the disease. 

Increased weight never furnishes in- 
creased resistance or added vitality. The 
overcoming of this. disease is essentially dist 
a problem of building up vital resistance. brates 
Added fat is not added strength. It would 
be very much wiser for the tubercular pa- 
tient, instead of judging his progress by 


the rise or fall of the scale, to determine 

his health standing by the rise or fall of - 
his strength or vitality, irrespective ‘of 
weight. When the strength increases the 
imroads of the disease decrease. If any- 
thing, the addition of weight beyond a rea- 
sonable mean would serve as a detriment 
and a handicap to the recovery efforts of 
the patient. 

Summing up the dietetic principles, 
therefore, we can make these general state- 
ments. 

First and foremost, the quantity of food 
consumed should be commensurate with 
natural appetite. There is no justification 
of any sort for the “stuffing” process. It 
would be better that the patient consume a 
small quantity of food very frequently, say 
six or seven times per day, than to con- 
sume three huge heavy meals. Second, . 
those’ toxemia-producing foods which ulti- 
mately develop conditions of constipation, 
stomach trouble and hyper-acidity should 
be rigorously excluded from the diet. 

Third, one can find in the several hun- 
dred items of the fruit and vegetable king- 
dom, together with the products of natural 
whole-grain cereals, nuts, milk and some 
of its products, a diet that will be thor- 
oughly suitable to the average tubercular 
victim. Such a diet will foster the greatest 
degree of health resistance and the maxi 
mum of physical elimination. 

These are the basic dietetic principles 
which should govern the treatment of tu- 
berculosis.

BIRD DANCES

E simplest type “ bird dances is that 

kind of courtship dance in which the 
male displays his plumage to the hen, with 
gestures which range from a simple crouch- 
ing before her with spread wings and tail, 
such as we may see any day during the 
nesting season among the English sparrows 
and house-finches of Los Angeles streets, to 
the elaborate glory of the peacock, or the 
wild dashings to and fro of the red bird of 
paradise. And the action may be confined 
to a single pair of birds, probably already 


an old married couple, or it may be per- 


formed in company, the males showing off 
either together or in rotation, and the hens 
being “among those present” as rather in- 
different-appearing spectators. Indeed, while 
certain males excitedly “show off” in the 
center of the group, others, not participat- 
ing in these strenuous antics, it has been 
observed, take advantage of the general at- 
mosphere so created by quietly conversing 
with some of the hens on the outskirts of 
the crowd—a “touch of nature” not without 
its humorous side. | 

The birds of paradise hold’ these 
meetings in the tops of trees. With dark

and a golden rain of delicate fleecy plumes 
spraying up from under the wings to droop 
downward, they get so excited as they 
spring from bough to bough that they may

So much for the perfectly respectable 
things for which one is prepared to pay 
ready money, and therefore feels entitled to 
a few privileges. But when it is something 
a trifle improper, like going to court about a 
little matter of a tag, or something a bit 
sacrificial, like a little matter of serving on 
a jury, or something a bit pleaful, like see- 
ing a man about getting a job for a relative, 
or something a bit favor-askful, like getting 
a studio to let one’s eastern tourist friends 
in to see round the place and meet a star 
ortwo . . . well, there jolly well isn’t 
any end to the line one has to wait behind, 
It often has to be taken in three goes, going

Now I maintain that there is nothing that 
engenders an inferiority complex more ef- 
fectually than waiting, waiting, waiting—es- 
pecially at the end of a line.

I am getting quite worried about my own 
inferiority complez—brought about entirely 
by keeping appointments on time and wait- 
ing meekly for the party of the second part 
to fulfill his half of the arrangement. The 
only people who are ever on time and ac- 
cord me an immediate audience and treat 
me with anything like special and flatter- 
ing consideration are press agents. This 
has come upon me as a fearful revelation. 
And to think that I once held press agents 
in something less than fond approving grati- 
tude! Why, the dear chaps are my salva- 
tion! 

Sure, when I have graciously undertaken 
to accord some glittering motion-picture star 
audience of me, with a view to handing them 
a little reluctant but kindly publicity im the 
form of an “interview,” these celebrities teo, 
are wont to be meticulously on time for any 
appointment I may make.

I can see where 
it has made me pitifullly punctual, grovel- 
lingly anxious to display at least that form 
of “good breeding”—in a world in which it 
entails nothing but a severe attack of in- 
feriority. What, I ask you, can make one 
feel more hopelessly inferior than arriving 
first at a party? Which, I shudder to recall.,.

Your real garden-lover knows the com- 
mercial nursery and flower farm well, ye 
appreciates it, and he visits it often, not 
only when he wants to buy, but when he 
wants to sell. For to many of us there is 
a strong allure in the commercial nursery 
which is quite different from the charm of a 
beautifully planted garden—and quite as 
strong. It is the difference in attraction 
between Beauty that is capable and earning 
its own living, and Beauty that is sheltered, 
petted, needing but to be ornamental. To 
the flower-lover, there is a charm in the 
plants ranged variety by variety, where one 
may see slight differences and excellences, 
something like the fascination that there is 
in seeing athletes, garbed alike, ready for a 
contest; none has any factitious advantage 
of placing over the other. And the unfit 
are relentlessly excluded. 

And the beauty of it! The unforgettable- 
ness! I can still remember the great 
squares of rhododendrons in brilliant bloom, 
wide grassed roads between, which made 
the acres of an old Long Island nursery 
seem like a giant parterre. The acres and 
acres of branching asters abloom at El 
Monte, ranging in color from deep purple 


through lavender to white, and from crim- 
son to pale rose, reaching out, a very sea 
of color, toward the snow-capped mountains 
are memorable. If one brought nearer the 

neighboring acres of marigolds one might 
think he had dropped into the midst of a 
gigantic rainbow, which was deflected in 
the sky, but not born there. 

So it happens that the folk who are most 
interested in plants go to the nurseries in 

person—-your real flower-lover wouldn't miss 
his visit for anything. To him it seems un- 
believable wealth, the gorgeous stretches of 
dahlias, the fields of gladiolus. There is a 
fascination in seeing the trees in all stages, 
from babyhood up. the rows and rows of 
rare evergreens. He makes his choice and 
takes his treasures back to his own little 


.garden with the memory and the charm of 


the place strong in his mind. 
The nurseryman is much the gainer by 


this—for folk whose interest in plants is. 


more casual or perfunctory, are content to 
order wholly from the catalogue—or they 
send their gardeners.

Also, the business has always attracted 
men of a fine type. John Woolman chose 
it because he considered it beautiful, benefi- 
cent—and it did not involve the killing of 
his fellow creatures.

—Parsons of Flushing, Meehan and Moon 
of Pennsylvania, Hicks of Westbury, for in-

in the color and beauty of plants, and his 
instinct of thrift is appeased by the use 
he makes of them. 

There are businesses which are devastat- 
ing to the beauty of a community. No one 
welcomes the advent of a sawmill, except 
those who profit by it financially. The tex- 
tile factories of New England have, many 
of them, made communities of surpassing 
ugliness. New Jersey has factories which 
have made miles and miles of the surround- 
ing country depressing even to pass through 
on a train—drab, monotonous, unlovely hab- 
itations, overworked women, undernour- 
ished children—thousands and thousands 
of these. In California, the commercial 
nursery brings no such, evils in its train, 
in beauty. 


And the grower of plants is not only a 
blessing in the community, but a blessing 
in the state; he it is who enriches the horti- 
culture by disseminating new and valuable 
plants, who develops them, who brings the 
valuable tree within the reach of the farmer 
who needs the windbreak.

Fairs to Open 


Their Gates This Week 


HE State Fair at Sacramento and the 
Orange County Fair at Santa Ana came 

to an .end last night, these, with the 

San Joaquin County Fair at Stockton, held 
the last week in August, having initiated 
the 1926 fair season of California. Several 
minor events, including the Downey Fair 
and Escondido’s grape- day, have also 
passed into history. Six important fairs 
will open in Southern California this month, 
and every one of them is worthy of atten- 


It seems unfortunate that so many fair 
boards have selected the same or overlap- 
ping dates, for it interferes with exhibitors 
who would like to show at a number of 
fairs, besides making it impossible for many 
people to visit fairs which they would like 
to attend, thereby dividing attendance and 
loss to “gates.” The principal ob- 
jection to holding fairs later in October ap- 
pears to be the difficulty in retaining fruit 
exhibits in exhibition form. With the late 
fairs, cold storage for fruit is necessary, but 
many think the October showing worth all 
the trouble it entails. 

On Tuesday, September 14, the Kern 
County Fair opens at Bakersfield. On the 
same day the San Diego County Fair at San 
Diego is begun. On the day following, Sep- 
tember 15, the Ventura County’ Fair begins. 
The following week on September 21, the 
Southern California Fair at Riverside and 
the Tulare County Fair at Tulare are to be 
opened. The great Los Angeles County Fair 
at Pomona runs from September 28 to Oc- 
tober 2. Every one of these expositions is 
announced to be superior to the ones held 
last fall. 

IN SAN BUENAVENTURA 

For the past twelve years the Ventura 
County Fair has been held at Ventura in 
Seaside Park, a county-owned recreational 
center of nearly 100 acres whose southern 
border is washed by the Pacific. The fair 


opens on the coming Wednesday and runs 
till next Sunday evening. Each year the 
attendance has increased steadily. The first 
day is home coming day, and old Califor- 
nia scenes and Mission days will be fea- 
tured in the city where Junipero Serra 
built his last church. Farm Bureau day 
comes on Thursday, with a bar e at 
noon. 

Among the features of the fair this year 
will be the poultry show, with 500 more 
equare feet than that of last year; an ex- 
ceptional live-stock show, with liberal pre- 
miums for beef and dairy cattle, horses, 
sheep, goats and swine; a horse show in 
which some of the best show horses of the 
coast will compete in the ring with entries 
from Wisconsin, Illinois and Kentucky; a 
dog show; races on the half-mile track, in- 
cluding a four-horse chariot race; whippet 
races, and many other featufes of interest. 
The agricultural tent wil "represent the 
great and varied production of the county, 
and community exhibits will be numerous, 
featuring commercial crops rather than 
novelties. 

Among fine individual exhibits will be 
those of Limone Ranch and the Powers 
Lemon Ranch. J. C. Daily of Camarillo is 
to place a display of avocados, and L. Snow 
of Fillmore will make an exhibit of grapes. 
R. C. Marks, county bee inspector, has 
promised a particularly good honey display.

SCALE ARE EARLY 


POMONA.—The fumigation and spraying 
of citrus groves in Pomona Valley is well 
under way, The development of both black 
and red scale is earlier than for a number 
of years, the hatch being quite uniform, and 
thus more easily killed. Black scale is the 
most troublesome in this locality, while the 
red variety is found in large quantities in 
the La Verne and San Dimas sections. The 
recent hot weather has been favorable to 
the eradication of scale by a natural kill, 
while the orange crop has suffered no in- 
jury from the heat, as the fruit is in too 
far advanced a stage of development. Grow- 
ers of walnuts hereabouts have been heav- 
ily irrigating their orchards to counteract 
the effect of sun heat. Some blight is 
are noticed on the seedling walnut trees, but 
the budded trees are holding up well. The s.:cning 
crop is estimated to be aneut 70 per cent 
of normal. 


GATHER GRAPE 


ONTARIO.—R. L. Cason, joint railroad 
representative at Ontario, reported recently 
that eighteen local shippers of grapes had 
filed requirements amounting to 322 cars 
for shipment east from this district signal- 
izing the launching of the 1926 deal. Plans 
are under way for the collecting of data on 
the grape industry in this territory, and 
questionnaires will be mailed to all grow- 
ers, asking for information on acreage and 
production. Ripening has been earlier this 
season than usual. Two cars from Cuca- 
monga section went out on August 25 from 
the 1500-acre vineyard of H. H. Thomas. 


PACKING PLANT PLANNED

NEW WALNUT SHELLER 

MONROVIA.—A new machine for shell- 
ing walnuts will soon be placed on the. 
market by C. C. Palmerston of Monrovia, 
who owns a walnut ranch near Baldwin 
Park. The inventor has been working for- 
several years on the appliance Which does 
the husking. 

Differing from all previous machines, the 
husking is done by means of a steel cylin- 
der, covered with hundreds of sharp teeth 
and operated at “4° speed. The cylinders, 
it is said, works “like a rasp,” tearing off 
the shell of a green nut in small bits, or 
breaking a drier shell into. several aration 
The shelle either fly out the rear of the 
machine or drop through a wire grating 
between the sheller and the sacking spout. 

The present machine, hand operated, is 
designed to shell six to eight sacks an 
hour.

E THINK of the pioneer as the man 

who adventured out from home and 
friends, and broke a path across the wilder- 
ness. He and his hardy wife and children 
carved a place for themselves in the wilds, 
built their own habitations, broke a virgin 
soll, planted the first cultivated crops and 
met with courage and fortitude thé strange 
and terrifying conditions of the unknown 
and untried Such lives bred self-depend- 
ence, tough fiber and resourcefulness. 


We have plenty of modern pioneers. The 
frontier has about vanished so far as land is 
concerned, but the frontier of life-is always 
with us. The same type of man who 
crossed the plains in forty-nine, who fought 
with Indians, wild beasts and the untamed 
forces of Nature, is pushing out from the ac- 
cepted habits and practices of today. He 
is risking his years of work and his energy 
and his fortune on untried ways. New 
crops, new markets, new methods of cul- 
ture, new machinery—all of them calling 
for the pioneer—do not seek in vain. 

It is fortunate for us that these bold, dar- 
ing souls are still with us. Generally it is 
their undeserved fate to accomplish little 
for themselves, but they blaze the way for 
others. And their restless minds are un- 
eatisfied with the beaten road. They heve 


their way across desert and mountain to 
Golden California. 

The problems which confront them are 
not exactly the same as those which met 
the early pioneers, but they are just as hard 
to solve. The physical perils are less, but 
the demand for an alert quality of mind is 
even greater. And were it necessary to com- 
bat the perils that beset their forebears, 
they could probably do that, too. They are 
a hardy breed, these modern agricultural 
adventurers.

A dress form, devised by a Home Econom: 
ics worker has been popularized from Maine 
to California. A physician or a unrse must 
have thought of it, for the manner of its 
making resembles the way of making a 
plaster cast. This form is made, like the 
cast, on the person for whom it is intended. 


The method of procedure is this: The 
subject arrays herself in a knit undervest 
(which is devoted to the cause.) The op- 
erator takes the gummed manila tape 
(wherewith grocers fasten paper packages) 
and pastes it over the subject’s form, up 
and down, round and round, smoothly, close- 
ly, as the bandages filled with plaster make 
the cast. Like the cast again, it is removed 
by cutting down the middle; then the two 
halves are pasted together with more of the 
gummed tape. Our brown-paper cast is now 
ready for a coat of shellac to harden it. 
When this is dried the effigy of the lady is 
mounted on a board, a black knitted vest 
providing a chaste and durable cover. And 
here is an exact copy of Mrs. Blank’s form, 
a model which, in the tedious process of try- 
ing on, never becomes restless. 

Another use it has which the agents have 
not noted. When the farmer comes home, 
finds his wife away at a conference or joy- 
riding with the car, he may solace himself 
by gazing on the form of his beloved and

Some of these hogs are teing raised by 
dairy farmers who find that the by-products 
from their dairies can be easily and quick- 
ly turned into cash in this manner. An in- 
stance of this was shown in a recent Valley 
auction when Arie Verboon, a dairyman of 
Hanford, consigned four hogs that averaged 
£10 pounds each at the age of five months 
and twelve days. The hog ration consisted 
of skim milk and barley. The selling price 
was $13.60 per hundred weight, bringing a 
return of almost $30 per head. 


Heavy drafts are being made on good

Some of the High Lights of the Beef 
Situation in Los Angeles 


By A L. SPELLMEYER 


‘S THE nation’s meat business devel- 
ped from country slaughter into a 
packing industry, cattle developed in 

quality on the rapges, the Middle West 
planted more corn to feed and fatten them, 
communities grew and civilization advanced. 
When refrigeration was fifst established it 
was discovered that it was a means of hold- 
ing periodic oversupplies and stabilizing 
prices within comparatively narrow mar- 
gins. Before the packing-houses and cool- 
ers came, a Texas steer might sell for $60 
one month and bring only $15 another 
month. 

Refrigeration and cooling does more than 
hold meat till demand develops. It soft- 
ens tough sinews and makes meat tender, 
better flavored, easier of digestion and ac- 
tually more healthful. It was hard to prove 
these facts in the early days. Apparently 
it has not been proven to a good many peo- 
ple yet. In Los Angeles and in many other 
great cities the process of education must 
be continued. In the Middle West, however, 
refrigeration for meat is demanded. 

Many efforts have been made to establish 
refrigeration for meat in the City of Mexico, 
but so far they have failed. The people 
there demand their meat fresffkilled and 
“hot.” Mexico City uses as much beef as 
Los Angeles, but it must be killed daily, for 
what is left over drops down in price the 
next day. As a result Mexico has no de- 
velopment in fine cattle. ; 

Some people appear to like “hot” meat; 
some like it hung for thirty days, but most 
Americans and all the fine hotels require 
a cooling of from fifteen to twenty days for 
their best beef. In San Francisco the 
riod is shorter, and in Los Angeles it is for 
from one day to five for bulk beef before de- 
livery to the retailer. One can figure a 
probability of three days of cooling for

has been cooled for seven days or more. 

There is still much ignorance am 
sumers regarding meat. Good 
bright red after exposure to the aif, and 
pale red when it is first cut; it is marbled 
with fat if it is of real high quality. Com- 
mon beef is a solid dark red. Tender meat 
has been properly and sufficiently cooled. 

While good beef is actually cheaper to 
the consumer, it is more costly to produce. 
If the public does not pay its higher price, 
(a higher poundage price but not a higher 
edible meat price,) the producers and feed- 
ers of good meat will quit. About 13 per 
cent of eastern beef consumed is good meat. 
The choice baby beef here constitutes less 
than 1 per cent of the beef. The high-pow- 
ered meat salesmen naturally work harder 
to sell 99 per cent of their meat than they 
do the 1 per cent. Then if the retailer 
and consumer fails to demand a fair price 
on choice meat, the packer can make more 
money on the common cow, and the feeder 
won't bother about putting grain, forage and 
labor into a choice product on which he 
loses money. . | 

AN ECONOMIC FOLLY 


The economic pity of it is that the few 
pennies the retailer thinks he makes on 
poorer beef are really a loss, for that sort 
of meat brings a slower meat demand. Less
